On the and Inst. we published the following 
telegram, dated 6:h. December and taken from 
from the Sydney Datly Telegraph -— : 

“Telegrams from N:w York give ptrticulers 
of the wreck of the cargo steamer Fason, 2,181 
tons, owned by the Ocean Steamship Company, 
of Liverpool, ; : 

"The vesel foundered near the entrance to’ 
Boston Harbour, and 26 of the crew were 
drowned. The life-line apparatus was used from 
the shore,-but all attempts to throw lines over 
the vessel proved unsuccessfal.” , 

We were fo considerable doubt as to the 
Identity of the wrecked vessel, as our {nf-rmation 
from Calcutta represonied her asa calling ship, 
from Mauritius, with. a cargo of jute. The 
foltowing detelis from the San Francisca 
Chronfclé, dated Boston, December 6th are no 
doubt a rellable account of the sad disaster -— 

A heavy snowestorm struck New Ensland 
yesterday morning and by the afternoon bad 
developed into a bliszad. The sea ran very 
high and shippieg bas soff-red much damage. 
Duilog the burncane the British ship, Jason 
went ashore on Cape Cod, near Highlind Light. 
‘The crew of twenty-seven men, with Captats 
McMillan, took to the rigging and were swept 
away by the seas and drowned, save one;
